continue under 
a “state of siege” 
until the national executive com­ 
mittee meets at Indianapolis May 
5 
The four weary Legionnaires, who 
with six others formed the "garri­ 
son” at 6 p. rn. Thursday night, as­ 
serted they are to 
‘“hold out all 
year” in their struggle to prevent 
the building from being closed. 
Directors of the building corpora­ 
tion declared they would ask the 
French courts to appoint an admin­ 
istrator "to protect the property or 
order its evacuation according to 
law.” 
Post Barks Besieged 
The building committee, moving 
to 
dissolve 
a 
debt 
of 
$350,000 
against the structure, had ordered 
the hall closed. 
At a meeting of the post in the 
American Cathedral Friday night, 
it was unanimously agreed to con­ 
tinue occupying the building and 
to relieve the present guard of four 
if necessary. 
The# Legionnaires—presided over 
by Harold 
Smith, of 
Coatesville, 
Pa.—resolved to send legal repre­ 
sentatives to a civil tribunal today 
when the building committee will 
ask for an eviction order or the 
appointment of 
an administrator 
fo: the post’s affairs. 
They also 
passed a resolution asking Colonel 
Francis E. Drake, head of the build­ 
ing committee, and his associate, 
Major Arthur W. Kipling, to resign 
from the Legion. 
Membership Scattered 
The session drew a record attend­ 
ance of IOO. 
Officials explained 
that many of the post’s 530 mem­ 
bers are scattered throughout Eu­ 
rope and America. 
The four men in Pershing Hall 
planned to take turns a t two-hour 
shifts mounting guard at the door. 
Colonel Drake, leaving his office 
on another floor of the same build­ 
ing, said: "We will turn the whole 
affair over in the French courts to­ 
day.” 
In an effort to oust the rebellious 
veterans, the building corporation 
cut off light, heat, gas and elec­ 
tricity. Other members of the post 
hastened to a nearby Chinese res­ 
taurant for 
food and passed 
it 
through the grilled gates to their 
comrades inside. 


“We are making sure the hall 
remains occupied until the post de­ 
cides to fight or surrender,” said 
James M&calese of 
Fargo, North 
Dakota, one of the "army of occu­ 
pation.”
